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Fower of ATTORNEY 


Since the buildup of personel 
in Vietnam, many questions have a= 
risen concerning power of attorney 
and service personnel who are over- 
seas are especially vunerable. 

A power of attorney is a legal 
docment by which you give another 
person the power to act as your agent 
either for some particular purpose 
or for the transaction of your bus- 
iness in general. 

The power of attorney can be 
useful, especially when a person is 
overseas, But it must be realized 
that in the wrong hands it can be 
hamful, The agent who holds such 
power has-— within the limits srant- 
ed by it-- full authority to deal 
with your property without consult-~ 
ing you, Power of attorney should 
be given only to a person wham you 
can trust without reservation to fol- 
low your wishes and protect your in= 
terests and those of your family. 

Check your situation c»réfully, 
for in many cases a power of attorney 
is not needed. Or it may be advisable 
for you to execute a limited or spec= 


° 


ial power of attorney with authority 
to perform certain acts and no mores 

Finally, it is more desirable 
to limit the time of its operation. 
You should never execute a power of 
attorney util you have cmsulted 
with legal counsel. 

The legal authority granted in 
a power of attomey is revoked by your 
death, the death of your agent, by 
any time limit set by the document 
itself, or by specific revocation, If 
it does not contain a time limit, it 
may be cancelled by destroying all 
signed copies or by written revocate 
ione If it has been recorded in a 
public record, a revocation is always 
necessary. 

If you have, in the past, yant- 
ed powers of attomey that. contained 
no time limit, and that have served 
their purpose, see your legal officer. 
He will assist in drawing up necess= 
ary papers to cancel such powerSe
